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TURKEY AND RUSSIA. 



The Failure of tho Eastern Conference. 

Tho European conference on the 
Eastern Question having failed, owing 
to tho refusal of Turkey to accopt the 
proposals of Uio representatives of tho 
Powers, tho London papers have lead- 
ing articles on the subject, extracts 
from which are telegraphed bj cable. 

Tho "Tiinos"' of Friday last says: 
"This event will surprise nobody. 
TLhTso whom it will disappoint tiro 
fewer than they have been oven at 
the opening of tho new year. Tho 
friends of tho Turks are naturally de- 
lighted at the spi it and courage dis- 
played by tho Porto and tho supposed 
humiliation which has befallen the 
diplomatists who presumed to trespass 
on the sovereign rights of tho Sultan. 
What will be tho effect of thePorte's de- 
cision on the peace ofBurope? There arc 
those who declare themselves abso- 
lutely certain that Russia will not at- 
tack Turkey; there are thoso, on tho 
other hand, who profess to detect 
consummate astuteness in Gen. InnatietTa 
moderation, ami who willnow say that 
he knew from the first how surely tho 
fanaticism of Constantinople would 
force the Porte to open defiance. On 
this subject we shall be content, to 
form a judgment on events as they oc- 
cur, without speculation or prediction. 
There can be no doubt that Russia is 
in a most difficult position; between a 
war from which it can expect no para 
mount advantage, and pledge which, 
not redeemed, will discredit tho throne. 
In any case it is not to bo assumed 
that a decision for peace of war will 
necossnrily be made at once. It is 
quito possiblo that weeks may pass 
amid new diplomatic overtures before 
Russia thinks it convenient to an- 
nounce her final resolution. Perhaps 
the dissolution of tho conference marks 
the beginning of a new phase, in which 
tho Western powers will bo for a time 
inactive, and the three Imperial Courts 
will once moro concern themselves 
with tho business." 

Tho "Daily News" says: ''The effort 
at diplomatic coercion came far too 
late; it never had a fair chance. Long 
before the Western plenipotentiaries, 
reached Constantinople the Turkish 
Government and people had been Idl- 
ed witli the idea that England would 
in the last resource stand tho friend of 
the Ottoman Empire. Wo have shown 
that even while the Conference was 
sitting only too much reason was giv- 
en them, de.spito Lord Salisbury, to 
cherish the sumo conviction. At tho 
same timo wo own to a certain feoliug 
of satisfaction that Turkey has taken 
her honor and integrity into her own 
hands. We, as a State, have nothing 
to do with them. With the breaking 
of the conference cuds tho old-fashion- 
ed policy which accepted Turkey as 
the hereditary responsibility of Eng- 
land. Henceforward Turkey must 
patch up its credit tho best way it can 
and li^'ht its own battles. We do not 
know bow soon it may bo called upon 
to test its now mettle, but soon or 
late it must depend on its own sword. 
Although tho conference is over, tho 
troubles it sought to settle are troubles 
still. The world must look with some 
anxiety to see in what shape and from 
what quarter the next attempt to bring 
Turkey to reason will arise." 

Tho "Pall Mall Gazette" of this af- 
ternoon says:— "But for an accident — 
but for tho happy expulsion of the 
Gladstono Government from ofiico 
three years ago, what wo have now 
learned wo should have learned after a 
war — with England and Russia 
on one side, ami Turkey, Germany, 
Austria, Italy, and Greece, too, per- 
haps, on tho other, and with tho whole 
mass of tho Mohammedan population 
of India ardent for our defeat. As it 
is, we have enlarged our knowledge 
and deepened our insight at no such 
risks, and what wo have learned to- 
day will be extremely useful in avert- 
ing war in tho future, or at least in 
guiding us with greater confidence 
through tho dangers of war, should it 
bo forced upon us. But tho immediate 
question is What will bo tho action of 
Russia? Very much depends upon 
tho internal condition of the Empire, 
and the view its rulers may take of tho 
alternatives before them; and we in 
England havo no accurate measure of 
tho considerations which distract their 
Counsels, or, even if we had acourato 



knowledgo of them, we should yot 
havo to learn how they affect tho par- 
ticular minds which in Russia have 
tho immediate disposal of events. 
There are such things as points of 
honor, religious feeling, and dynastic 
fears, and these, speaking in a single 
mind, or in two or threo minds, may 
not bo quito in harmony with tho voico 
of prudonco and tho verdict of calcu- 
lation. Whatever may be tho upshot, 
it will not surprise us if at this point 
the Czar or his Ministers isstio a new 
declaration of tho Moscow kind." 

An extraordinary report appeared 
some timo ago in tho papers, of an ex- 
plosion and sudden disappearance of 
an unknown vessel olY Portland. A 
still moro extraordinary explanation of 
tho matter is given by a correspondent 
of the Dorset County "Chronicle," 
who states that when on tho lookout at 
Portland Bill on the morning when tho 
alleged explosion occurred, ho saw 
what at first appeared along, low, dis- 
masted ship with short, stumpy jury- 
masts, about one mile S. S. W. off 
Portland. She lookod like a vessel 
broken-backed, as her stem and stern 
were well out of the water, and some- 
thing liko smoko or steam was rising 
up in midships. To his surprise, on 
looking through a telescopo, he saw it 
was a "monster-fish, with head and 
tail high above tho swell of sea, and 
the back nearly down to tho level of 
tho water, snd what appeared at first 
to bo smoko or steam were large jets of 
water, thrown up like a big whale 
blowing. Tho stumpy masts were im- 
mense long tins. All at once, with a 
tremendous bound at least thirty ov 
forty feet high, and down again almost 
liko lightning, the huge monster ilis- 
appearad." This statement, it is said, 
is confirmed by Captain Cosens, Gibbs 
and Mace, who went out in the Com- 
modoro in search of tho crew and frag- 
ments of the supposed vessel. They 
saw "an immense monster of the deep" 
throwing up jots of water and making 
itself painfully conspicuous by its ec- 
centric proceedings. This remarkable 
creature is evidently not tho sea ser- 
pent, but something far moro interest- 
ing and disagreeable. Indeed, it is 
impossible not to feeljsorry for tho sea 
lerpent, whose charms aro entirely 
eclipsed by the Portland monster. 



Vesuvius threatens another eruption. 
A letter from Rome dated January 7th, 
states that Palmiere, writing from tho 
Observatory ou Mount Vesuvius, says 
that for tho last two days tho instru- 
ments havo shown evident signs of 
agitation. The smoke from tho moun- 
tains is issuing with greater force and 
increased volume. In the interior of 
tho last mouth, opened ou the 18th of 
December, 18Gf>, ho fire is no longer 
visible, in consequence of an immense 
amount of material having fallen into 
it, through tho giving away of a portion 
of the crater of 1872. An extraordin- 
ary eruptive force will, therefore be 
necessary either to make a way through 
the enormous accumulation of sand 
and scoriio or to open some now mouth, 
whether on the summit or tho side of 
the volcano. In the meantime, the 
cone is manifest, but it cannot bo 
stated when it will roach a point suffi- 
cient to ovorcomo the resistance. From 
the above it woukl appear that the 
next eruption may provo serious, 
there is no knowing where tho outbreak 
may occur. 

A London correspondent writes:— "Af- 
ter a long but not very prominent life, 
the Evening Mail, a tri weekly eilition of 
the Times, has come to an end, its plaoo 
is tnken by a weekly summary of the 
contents of that journal. In bygone days, 
whim the dailies wore Bovonpence and 
twopence a piece, the Evening Mail vied 
in popularity with tho 67. James' Chroni- 
cle in old country houses, far away from 
the busy hum of men, More recently the 
Mail, which was a few years ago tho 
Bource of a protracted lawsuit tUat must 
h'.ivo swallowed up u fair share of its 
profits, was chiefly known to dwellers in 
iho far-off colonies. When up in tho 
bush, or in tho Far West clearings, it 
brought a plentiful budget of news of 
homo to the self made exiles, f ts circu- 
lation, however, had ol lato been steadily 
decreasing, and Mr. Wultur has done well 
to follow tho example Bet him long ago 
by provincial papers of publishing a 
weekly summary of news of tho week for 
continental, colonial and Indian sale. Tho 
new venture, which appeared for the first 
timo to-day, ia well worth its prico (two- 
penco) Jbut I should say it is too much 
of a magazine ai.d too littlo of a nows- 
paper.to have a largo circulation."

Aji Awful Storm at Gibraltar. 



WHO ARE RESPONSIBLE. 

Our contemporary reproduces for tho 
delectation of its readers a series of stale 
slanders against the editor of this paper. 
It would be a wasto of time and space to 
proceed to tho refutation of all tho extra- 
vagant falsehoods that are hurled at us. 
Wo don't intend to do so; but wo say 
wo are not now nor were wo over tho re- 
cipient of a subsidy from tho Canadian or 
any other Government; neither have wo 
supported the Canadian Government in 
any effort to evade railway construc- 
tion. This was tho first newspaper in the 
Province to point out that tho Govern- 
ment would make a fatal blunder if they 
fuilod to negotiate with Edgar; it was also 
tho first to protest against tho injustice of 
tho oelebrated Minuto of Council and to 
point out tho impossibility of acceding to 
its demands. But wo did and do now re- 
cognize tho principle of compensation for 
tho Island line, provided we have an Im- 
perial assurance that tho main line will 
bo pushed ahead— tho compensation to be 
devoted to ihe construction of the Island 
Jine and to no other purpose. If to ad- 
voeato this line of policy be treason to Ihe 
country, those who think so "may make 
tha most of it." Our opinion, however, 
is that if traitors bo sought after they 
will bo found to exist among those who 
first supported an alteration of tho Terms 
of Union and who favored tho borrowing 
of money from Canada— thus placing this 
Province completely at her mercy. In 
the dispatch from Ottawa (published to- 
day) Mr. DeCosmos is reported to have 
said that "Canada has run this Province 
inio debt and broken its pledges towards it." 
Three yonrs ago this journal waged a long 
ond bitter warfare against borrowing 
money from Canada under any circum- 
stances. Our protest was urged in vuin. 
Tho then ministry, of which Mr. DeCos- 
mos was chief, based their financial policy 
on tho advance of over 8900,000 from 
C.mada, and altered the Terms of Union 
without an appeal to tho people. What 
is tho result V To-day tho Province owes 
Canada sevoral hundred tkousaad dollars 
without tho slightest chance of being 
able to pay; and Mr. DrC'osmos 
crios out against Canada for its 
breach of faith! Dr. Helmcken, Dr. Tol- 
mie, Mr. Mod-eight, Mr. Robsou, Mr. 
Eohertson, Mr. Snritlie, and others, rais 
ed their voices to opposition to the bor- 
rowing scheme; but their advice fell un- 
heeded. The Ministry went into debt to 
Canada and "scattered the mon«y broad- 
cast." Now Mr. DeCosmos raises his 
voice at Ottawa it) protest— when it is too 
Lvte, alas!— against the dire consequences 
of his own folly, which he should have 
been statosniau enough to have discerned 
in 1874. The country is now asked to 
place tho responsibility for tho present 
state of things on other shoulders than 
whore it rightfully belongs. It is asked 
to again espouse the political creed nud 
follow the advice of the men who have 
been, from first to lust, the authors of all 
tho mi-fortunes that have befallen tho 
Province through the nonfulHlmentof the 
Terms of Union. Every one who dares 
to differ with the policy of ruination 
which these men lay down — who sug- 
gests that then; may be a peaceful sola 
tion of all our difficulties-is to. 
bo branded as a traitor. Even the Lead- 
er of tho Opposition, who dared to sug- 
gest tho other clay that tho country wants 
ed "political rest" and that -'people ought 
to bo prepared to accept less than they 
are rightfully entitled to," has been re- 
ferred to on the streets as having boon 
"bought" by tho Mackenzie Government. 
Could anything bo more degrading than 
tho indiscriminate hurling of this vile 
charge at the heads of all who fail to agree 
witli those who have brought tho country 
to its present strait ? 

~ AT OTTAWA. 



Dispatches received yesterday contain 
the gist of a speech made by Mr. DeCos- 
mos in the House on tho relations of Brit- 
ish Columbia and Canada. Mr. Dodos 
mos, it would appear, is of opiuion that 
unless Canada is prepared to build the 
road tho people of British Columbia will 
ask the Imperial Government to dissolve 
tho union. This, we think, is a position 
that nearly every man on tho Mainland 
nnd Island is prepared to endorse. If 
there is to be no railroad there will be no 
union. If Canada is delaying construc- 
tion for the purpose of evading the re- 
sponsibility she voluntarily assumed un- 
der tho Terms of Union, she cannot hold 
Columbia after that belief shall have be- 
come fixed in the public mind. Mainland 
and Island would move as one man to- 
wards secession. Mr. Thompson, speak- 
ing as u Mainland member, declared tho 
Governor-General's speech to be a direct 
abrogation of tho Terms of Union. Wo 
aro not prepared to talio that extreme 
viow, preferring to await tho arrival of 
Lord Carnarvon's dispatch. If it should 
appear from that document that the con- 
clusion drawn by Mr. Thompson from 
the Speech is warranted, tho House will 
probably vote an address to the Queen 
asking that tho Province bo allowed to 
separato. If, on the other hand, tho dis- 
patch should restore confidence to tho 
minds of British Columbians of the bona 
fidex of Canada, by assuring tho Province 
of tho eurly commencement of railway 
construction, thero wiil bo no separation.

Gibraltar, December 21. — The Gib- 
raltar "Chrouiclo" of to-day give9 the 
following account of the fearful storm 
hero yesterday. 

Tho severity of the storm which 
broke over the rock during tho wholo of 
yesterday has had no parallel for very 
many years. Tho rain has been pouring 
down with great persistency for some 
days, and yesterday morning tho sky was 
stiil moro dark and angry than before, 
with a heavy rain; hut about twelvo 
o'clock from out tho inky clouds camo a 
terrible vivid flash of lightning which 
seemed to fall on tho ond of tho ridge 
near tho rock; this was followed by tho 
crash of thunder which teemed to close 
overhead, so startling a peal was it Many 
others followed, with a vivid lightning, 
but it was 2:30 o'clock wheu tho storm 
ready reached ita intensity. Flash after 
flash of lightning pierced tho dark clouds, 
while peal upon peal of thunder crashed 
through tho air space, and wero rever- 
berated iu heavy echoes from tho heights 
of tho rock, tho rain and hail-stones of 
large size at tho time also pouring down 
literally in sheets, lashing the roads and 
hillsides into a perfect foam, and turning 
nil gutters and waters channels into veri- 
table torrents. 

Shortly after this heavy visitation by 
the elemeuts, the sun made a feeble effort, 
to obtain tho mastery, but only for a 
monent or two, when tho heavy clouds 
again closed and obscured tho welcome 
appearance of that luminary, which 
has suffered an almost total eclipse for 
several days. Altera lull of about an 
hour Ihe storm again broke out with re- 
newed fury ; tho torrents of rain pelted 
and hissed along the ground, while terri- 
ble peals of thunder and flashes of most 
vivid lightning wero incessant- — and this 
continued far into tho night — tho heavy 
rain continuing after tho thunder had 
ceased. To those who live anywhere near 
tho sea-wall the solemnity and dread wero 
heightened by tho dull, sullen sound of 
tho breakers, which rearing their lofty 
crests in tho bay, broke against tho break- 
water with a heavy roar without intermis- 
sion.

Sad and Fatal Accident. — Coroner 
Trow held an inquest on Salurduy last, on 
tho body of a young man named Georgo 
McDonald who accidentally shot himself 
tlio day before, on Lain Island. It would 
appear that the deceased was in the em- 
ploy of Mr. E A. Sliurpo, and on Friday 
last they were together at work, when 
some wild goese were observed some short 
distance from where they were employed. 
Bharpe had his gun with him loaded with 
shot, but deceased thought ho might 
shoot one of the geeso with his gun, 
which was loaded with ball— as ho had a 
vory high opinion of the firearm.

plied ''Yes, 1 am hit " Sharpa at once 
returned to where the unfortunate man 
was lying, and taking him up, carried 
him some distance. McDonald then re- 
quested hiui to lay him down, which lie 
did when he found a level spot. Sharpe 
then ran off to an Indian ranch some little 
distance away, to procure assistance, and 
returning with some Indians, they found 
McDonald on the pjint of expiring, lie- 
turning to the spot whore th" accident had 
occurred, they found MeDomld's gun 
with the muzzn directed towards the spot 
where McDonald fell. He would seem 
to have be. n m a partially stooping pos 
turo when the gun went, oil', as the ball 
entered his body a little in front, and 
just above the i 'ight hip b me, passing 
out at tho back just above the left hip; 
the immediate c.iuso of death was inter- 
nal hem inornate. The jury returned ft 
Y.erdict in accordance with the evidence — 
accidental detth. George McDonald came 
to this Province about two years ago, a 
Bailor on board a vessel called the '•Bris- 
coe." He was a native of a place near 
Cliarlottetown, Prince Edward Island; 
his ago was 28 years.
